"Where do you get the absurd facts 
you print?" Is a favorite query put 
to newspaper men. In the view of 
these cynics, newspnpers spend most 
of their time misspelling names, lm- 
B glaillg Incidents that never happened, 
and g anara Py manhandling life us It la 
led. 

There Is just one answer to be mnde 
lo l he query above, nnd that is: 
"Newspapers get such of their facts 
as are absurd from the absurd human 
beings who for one reason or a thou- 
sand refuse to relate facts accurately." 
Newspapers, truth-telling newspapers, 
spend a very large part of their time 
correcting thaw mlsstatiineiits, run- 
ning them to their source, and getting 
at the truth. A certain proportion of 
error gets by— not as great n propor- 
tion as enn be heard In any village 
neighborhood gossip, for It Is the con- 
cern of newspapers — of honest ones, 
that Is— to allow for errors nnd correct 
them, whereas It Is the concern of 
those other purveyors of news, gossips, 
to create errors whenever they are 
more Interesting than the truth. 

The next time you find an error In 
your favorite newspaper, try an experi- 
ment. Try to capture one smnll fact 
yourself. In your own home town. 
You will quickly discover Just how 
wary a bird the truth Is and how very 
unpopular.— N"w Y'ork Tribune.

How Tornado Originatea. 

The tornado of the Western plnlns Is 
Identical In formation with the sand- 
whirl. The sun beats fiercely on a lim- 
ited area— say ten square miles of bar- 
ren prairie— and as a result the air nest 
the earth becomes very hot, perhaps 
ISO de-rees. and the mass Is constant- 
ly increasing In volume. Above the 
warm ulr Is a stratum perhaps 20 de- 
grees colder. 

By and by a passageway la made, 
the hot air begius to ascend and the 
cold upper air, pressing downward, 
forces the lighter air through a chan- 
nel thus formed. It begius to whirl, it 
Increases in velocity, a surface cur- 
ia tit forces it ulong. and the tornado 
sturta on Its destructive Journey. 

The terrific cyclone originates In 
much the same way, only differing In 
extent. The most violent cyclones or- 
iginate in tropical latitudes, in the At- 
lantic ocean, to the north uud east of 
West Indian Islands and In the Pacific, 
In the China sea and In the neighbor- 
hood of the Philippine Islands.

RATION PER PERSON IS V 2 POUNDS 

OF WHEAT PRODUCTS WEEKLY 



Necessity Calls for Greater Sacrifice Here — Allied War 
Bread Must Be Maintained — Our Soldiers and 



If we are to furnish the Allies with the necessary propor- 
tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 60 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing- 
ton. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
lVfe pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers' bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat producta 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than can the poor. In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations. 

With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 
able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
a surplus of milk, and we have ample corn and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes, has 
already greatly exhausted the supply of these grains. 

To effect the ueeded saving of wheat cent of the average monthly amount 
we are wholly dependent upon the 
voluntary assistance of the American 
people and we ask that the following 
rules shall be observed: 

L Householders to use not to exceed 
• total of pounds per week of 
wheat products per person. This 
means not more than 114 pounds of 
Victory bread containing the required 
percentage of substitutes and one-half 
pound of cooking flour, macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, all combined. 

2. Public eating places and clubs to 
observe two wheatless duys per week, 
Monday and Wednesday, as at present 
In addition thereto, not to serve to 
any one guest at any one meal an 
aggregate of breadstuffs. macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, containing a total 
of more than two ounces of wheat 
flour. No wheat products to be served 
unless specially ordered. Public eat- 
ing establishments not to buy more 
than six pounds of wheat products for 
each ninety meals served, thus con- 
forming with the limitations requested 
of the householders. 

8. Retailers to sell not more than 
one-eighth of a barrel' of flour to any 
town customer at sny one time and 
not more than one-quarter of a barrel 
to any country customer ut sny one 
time, and in no case to sell 
products without the sale of sn 
weight of other cereals. 

4. We ask the bakers and grocers to 
reduce the volume of Victory bread 
sold, by delivery of the three-quarter 
pound loaf where one pound was sold

5. Manufacturers using wheat prod- 
ucts for non-food purposes should 
cease such use entirely. 

6. There Is no limit upon the use of 
other cereals, flours, and meals, corn, 
barley, buckwheat, potato flour, et 
cetera. 

Many thousand families throughout 
the land are now using no wheat prod- 
ucts whatever, except a very small 
uinount for cooking purposes, and are 
doing so in perfect health and satisfac- 
tion. There is no reason why all of 
the American people who are able to 
cook In their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use of 
less wheat products than one and one- 
half pounds a week, and we specially 
nsk the well-to-do households In the 
country to follow this additional pro- 
gramme In order that we may provide 
the necessary marginal supplies for 
those parts of the community less able 
to adapt themselves to so large • pro- 
portion of substitutes.

Much Is being laid shoot the plan- 
elble sounding contention thnt be- 
■ certain portion of the young 
manhood of the nation has been con- 
■efore money must also be 
conscripted Why, that Is the very 
thing the government has been doing. 
It baa conscripted a portion — n rela- 
tively small portion— of the men of the 
nation It baa conscripted a portion— 
a large portion— of the Incomes of the 
nation. Capital and buslneas pay more 
than four-fifths of our total war taxa- 
l»on directly and a large share of the 
remaining fifth Indirectly. 

If the government went toe far In 
!on scripting men tbr country would be 
rippled. If It went too far In con- 
crlptlng Incomes and earnings the 
untry would likewise bp crippled. 

Results of Conscription of Capital. 
I would ask those who would go 
urther and conscript not only Incomes, 
t capital, to answer the riddle, not 
ly in what equitable and practicable 
inner they would do It. but what the 
atlon would gain by ltT 
It la true that a few years ago a 
pltal levy was made in Germany, but 
^^•^B^percentnge of thai levy was so 
NMnl as to actually amount to no more 
HKan an additional Income tax and that 
^at a time when the regular Income tax 
In Germany was very moderate aa 
measured by the present standards of 
Income taxation. 

Only a trifling fraction of a man's 
property la held In cash. If they con- 
ecrlpt a certain percentage of his pos- 
sessions In stocks and bonds, what 
would the government do with them? 

Keep them? That would not answer 
its purpose, becouse the government 
wants cash, not securities. 

Sell them? Who Is to buy them when 
every one's funds would be depleted? 
If they conscript a certain percent- 
Jaciof a man's real estate or mine or 
I faA^or factory, bow is that to be ex- 
^feressed and converted Into cash? 

Are conscripted assets to be used as 
a basis for the Issue of Federal Re- 
eerve bank notes? That would mean 
gross Inflation, with all Its attendant 
evils, dangers and deceptions. 

Would they repudiate a percentage 
Of the national debt? Repudiation Is 
no less dishonorable In a people than 
In an Individual, and the penalty for 
failure to respect the sanctity of obll 
gallons Is no different. 

The Thrifty Would Be Penalized. 
The fact Is that the government 
would gain nothing In the process ot 
capital conscription and the country 
would be thrown Into chaos for the 
time being. The man who has saved 
would be penalised, he who has wasted 
would be favored Thrift and construc- 
tive effort, resulting In the needful and 
fructifying accumulation of capital 
would be arrested and lastingly dl» 
eonraged. 

I can understand the crude notion ol 
the man whr would divide all posses 
equally There would be mighty 
little coming to any one by sucb distri- 
bution, and It ts, of course, an utterly 
Impossible thing to do, hut It Is an un 
deratandable notion. But by the 
tacatlon of capital for goverumeu 
neither the government nor any 
Yldual would be benefited. 

A vigorous) r progressive income tax 
la both economically and socially 
sound. A capital tax Is wholly unaouud 
and economically destructive. 

It may nevertheless become necea- 
ry In the case of aome of the belliger- 
ent countries to resort tc this expedl 
but I can conceive of no situation 
arise which would make 11 
or advisable In this country 
•lore than ever would such a tax b« 
rmful In tlmea of war and poat-bel 
urn reconstruction, when beyond al 
moat all other things It is essential ta 
lmulate production and promote 
ft, and when everything which tendi 
the opposite effect should l>« 
rejected as detrimental tt 
•he nation's strength and well-being. 

There la an astonishing lot of baaj 
tfclnklng on the subject of the uaea ol 
capital la the hands of its 



The rich man can spend only a rela- 
tively small sum of money unproduc- 
tively or selfishly. The money thnt It Is 
In his power actually to waste Is ex- 
ceedingly limited. The bulk of what 
he has must be spent and used for 
productive purposes. Just as would be 
the case If It were spent by the gov- 
ernment, with this difference, however, 
that, generally speaking, the Indlvldusl 
Is more painstaking and discriminating 
In the use of his funds and at the same 
time bolder, more Imaginative, enter- 
prising and constructive than the gov- 
ernment with Its necessarily bureau- 
cratic and routine regime posslhly 
could be. Money In the hands of the 
individual Is continuously and fever 
ishly on ihe search for opportunities— 
I. e.. for creative and productl«e use. 
In the hands of the government It Is 
upl te lose a good deal of Its fructify- 
ing energy and ceaseless striving and 
to sink Instead Into placid and som- 
nolent repose. 

There need not be and there should 
not be any conflict, between profits 
and pntrlntlsm. I am utterly opposed 
to those who would utilize their coun- 
try's war as a means to enrich them- 
selves. The "war profiteer," as the 
term Is generally understood, Is a pub- 
lic nuisance and an Ignominy. Extor- 
tionate profits m tst not be tolerated, 
but. on the other hand, there should be 
a reasonably liberal disposition toward 
business and a willingness to see It 
make substantial earnings. 

For. taxation presupposes earnings. 
Our credit structure la based upon 
values, and values are largely deter- 
mined by earnlrgs. Shrinkage of 
values necessarily affects our capacity 
to provide the government with Uio 

* 

The Conscription of Men. 

Reverting now 'o 'he subject of the 
conscription of men. I know I speak 
the sentiment of all those beyond the 
years of young manhood when I say 
that there la not one of us worthy of 
the name of a man who would not 
willingly go to fight If the country 
needed or wanted us to fight But the 
country does not want or call its en- 
tire manhood to fight. It does not 
even call anywhere near Its entire 
young manhood. It has called or In- 
tends to call In the Immediate future 
perhaps 20 per cent, of Its men be- 
tween twenty and 'hlrty years of age, 
which means probably about 4 per 
cent, of Its total male population of all 
ages. But It has called from Incomes, 
business profits and other Imposts fall- 
ing principally on the well to do, ap- 
proximately ninety per cent, of our 
war taxation, not to mention the con- 
tributions to the Red Cross, the I. M. 
C. A. and other wur relief activities. 

Let me add In passing that the chil- 
dren of the well to do have been taken 
for the war in proportionately greater 
numbers than the children of the poor, 
because those young men who are 
needed at home to support dependents 
or to maintain essential war Industries 
are exempted from the draft

reduction of the taxation on wealth or 
In order to urge that no additional 
taxes be Imposed on wealth If need be. 
There la no limit to the burden which 
It time of stress and strain thoae 
n ist be willing to bear who can afford 
It except only that limit which la Im- 
posed by the consideration that taxa- 
tion must not reach a point where the 
business activity of the country be- 
comes crippled and Its economic equi- 
librium Is thrown oui of geur, becauae

This 
ancient and honorable office and title 
oas been held by many distinguished 
prelates. Dr. Lang Is the ninety-eighth 
Archbishop of York and Primate of 
England. The office of Primate of All 
England was created in the year A. 
D. 697 

The difference between the office of 
Primate of All England and the Pri- 
mate of England is slight. Centuries 
ago, to keep peace between two arch- 
bishops and primates, the added 
words "of all" to the title of the Pri- 
mate of England solved the problem. 
The Archbshop of York not only is 
one of the heads of the Church of 
England, but is a member of the 
House of Lords. A member of th.- 
House of Lords owes no allegiance to 
any political party and therefore his 
actions as a statesman are not curbed 
or Influenced. He represents the gov- 
ernment and the people with equal In 
terest and frequently fights the bat 
ties In Parliament of the laboring 
classes. 

Dr. Lang Is a Scotchman, the son ol 
a Presbyterian minister, but he joined 
the Church of England early in life 
and while a youth began to study fot 
the ministry. He rose from the rec 
torshlp of a small church when yet a 
young man and before he had attained 
the age of 60 was named Archbishop 
of York and Primate of England. He 
soon distinguished himself not only a< 
a prelate but aa a fearless and bril 
llant statesman and champion of thi 
people In the House of Lords. 

The Archbishop has visited man> 
cities In the United States recently, 
where he delivered addresses b. ion 
chambers of commerce and othei 
civic organizations. He brings nol 
only a message of brotherhood and up 
preciatlon from Great Britain, but h. 
emphasises the need for undivided sup I 
port of the government of the Unltec 
States by the people If the war la tt 
be won. He pleada for a speeding ui 
of shipbuilding, of money raising «o4 
of troop mobilisation. Dr. Lang makes
